DREAM INTO NIGHTMARE 

In these days of the housing boom, this 
story is very apropos. It began in April of 
1950 when a chap named Hubert Glover, 
who owned a bulldozer, was hired by a 
realtor to level some land in Oceanside, Long 
Island, In lieu of cash, Glover received a 
tract measuring 60 x 100 feet, when the job 
was done. The thought of being a man of 
property caused his chest to swell, and noting 
the swift rise of homes about him, Glover 
decided to erect his own house. 

A magazine furnished the blueprint and 
plans. Thereafter, Glover scurried around the 
housing developments rising in the community 
and helped himself to the necessary materials. 
Each night, he loaded a borrowed truck with 
lumber, bags of cement, tile, everything down 
to the last nail. Deciding on a streamlined 
kitchen, he acquired a range, refrigerator, 
enameled tubs, and even stole the kitchen sink. 

■ Six weeks after he had begun to steal his 
hoilse piecemeal, Glover was ready to begin 
actual construction by digging the foundation. 
But one night when some landscaping caught 
his eye, he realized how it would enhance 
the beruty of his domicile, and forthwith col¬ 
lected his truck and an accomplice named 
Patrick Blewitt to fetch it. 

Later that night, Glover and Blewitt were 
skimming along Merrick Road, the shrubbery 
stored in the rear of the borrowed truck when 
police sirens shattered their serenity. Unable 
to outrace the approaching squad car, Glover 
swerved the vehicle off the road and into the 
bushes, leaped with Blewitt for cover* 


It took some investigating on the part of 
the police, but not long after, they picked 
up the fugitives. Aware of the gravity of his 
crime, Glover readily confessed in the hope 
of winning clemency. But appalled police 
explained that they hadn't given pursuit be¬ 
cause of the thefts. No, Glover had been 
driving without rear lights, but now with his 
admission to the reported robberies, Glover 
was jugged. 

Thus, Glover’s dream house collapsed. The 
stolen building materials were reclaimed by 
their owners, and after a brief trial during 
which Glover and Blewitt pleaded guilty to 
grand larceny, they were sentenced to in¬ 
determinate terms at Sing Sing, 

D1P-SY DOODLE 

In this country, pickpockets are a raffish 
lot, who usually work alone, but in London, 
where tradition is observed and upheld for 
centuries, they belong to an organization, 
which goes back a couple of hundred years. 
Members pay dues not only to operate the 
society but for their own self-protection. If 
one of them is pinched, the society retains 
counsel and posts his bail bond. Other func¬ 
tions of the association include training novices 
for professional careers, and assigning areas 
of operation to avoid any threat of competi¬ 
tion. These territorial boundaries are rigidly 
respected. 

Some Chicago "cannons"—prominent pick¬ 
pockets— attempted to emulate their British 
colleagues a short while ago. Business was 
























brisk in their Dearborn Street office until po¬ 
lice clamped down. 

A dictionary of underworld slanguage, re¬ 
cently published, claimed that the word, djp 
—meaning pickpocket—was out of date. But 
police deny this, saying it is still in use. Other 
terms are; poke, or swag, meanmg the purse; 
"Loner dip,” one who works alone; shill, a 
pickpocket’s accomplice; "sidekick/’ an in¬ 
side breast pocket, where the victim, or 
"mark,” usually keeps his wallet. 

Most dips work from the side or behind 
their marks, but some veterans prefer to face 
them at close range, disconcerting them, while 
maneuvering to relieve them of their cash* How 
the phrase describing this operation originated 
nobody knows, but even today it is known 
m “kissing the dog/* 

FINEST OF FINEST 

Police departments of most cities are ef¬ 
ficient corps of crime-busters, but one which 
1$ hailed as the finest of the finest is that of 
Greenwich, Conn. A 90-man force protects 
what is perhaps the nation’s wealthiest com¬ 
munity—50 square miles of property valued 
at $177,000,000. 

Crackling efficiency marks Chief John M. 
Gleason's department. Twenty-four hours a 
prowl cars patrol the palatial estates, 
A trim, 40-foot motor launch is anchored on 
A dock, ready to race to any troublespot on 
Gfffeiiwich** many miles of waterfront. Head- 
* is ultra-modern, from decor to equip- 
with a basement pistol range, crime 
laboratory, pastel green-coiored cells, some 
of which have showers. 

But don’t be deluded. Chief Gleason’s staff 
means business at all rimes. In a "ready 
room'* are Thompson submachine guns, Lyle- 
guns, rifles', gas guns, and shot guns. Close by 
are fully-equipped ambulances to assist the 
victims. 

Rigorous tests await the candidate for pa¬ 
trolman, There are oral and written exams, 
clmical observation by a Yale psychiatrist. 
Once accepted, the rookie attends a two- 
mo nths* lecture and laboratory course, whose 
instructors-include lawyers from the state bar 
Association, state troopers, and FBI agents* 

His superior is listed among the foremost 
police officers of the country. Chief Gleason 


joined the force 23 years ago as a patrolman. 
His studies at Harvard University in traffic 
safety won- him a scholarship for advanced 
training at Northwestern University. After 
that, he enrolled at the FBI Academy in 
Washington. Today, he lectures there, at New 
'i ork University, Yale and Fordham.
